Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film poster 
entided: 

Banana Cream Pie 2 

is Not Approved. 

The video slick is not approved because it is highly degrading, dehumanising and demeaning to women. 
The back cover is crowded with images of women being penetrated by penises, and four close -up, 
tightly cropped photographs of women's genitals. In two of these photographs hands manipulate the 
genitals in a degrading fashion. The text builds up an insulting impression of the women pictured. The 
poster presents women, in particular Asian women, as servile sexual objects who can be penetrated and 
manipulated at will. 

The Classification Office has weighed the competing considerations of the issues raised above, and the 
right to freedom of expression set out in sl4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. The video 
slick's potential for injury to the public good makes it likely that, if the slick were to be submitted under 
si 3(1) ofthe Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, itwould be classified as 
objectionable. The likely injury to the public good caused by the availability of this advertising material 
is its degrading, dehumanising and demeaning presentation of women. It is highly likely to reinforce 
negative attitudes towards women.
